ing up of a hugs navy, was demon- 
strAed by the Increased naval appro¬ 
priation made by the recent seMdoR 
of Congres* Fifteen million dollar* 
was for one battleship alone, four 
mlllloM and a half for eight subma¬ 
rine* with several mora millions, foe 
various minor craft* with guna and 
armor to be Included later, all of 
which will eventually bring the total 
much hlgher^how high It ts Impos¬ 
sible to say DOW. 

In achieving this result there was 
much vigorous declamation, vocifer¬ 
ous reortmlnatten and considerable 
aham fighting among the Congreaalon- 
al brslhren. augmented by wild 
shrieking from the ^.ngo newspaper* 
all the performere being anxious to 
be recognlted by the nation and their 
voting and reading constituenolee as 
the eole, sImon pure patriots entrust¬ 
ed with the duty of holding the na- 
tlon'e honor and integrity In their 
especial keeping. The same per- 
fermanc* of coure* goee on in every 
country where the same chauvinistic 
game le played, where the same loud 
pretenidODS of patriotism, with Iden¬ 
tically the eame phraeseology are em¬ 
ployed to perpetuate a system which 
heaps Increasing iinanoial burdens

Not many of oor Young Folks have looked 
at the stars through a Urge telescope. Per- 
hape a little talk on astronomy might Interest 
and Instruct them. Greet Improvements ta 
telescopes have been mode slnee I .studied the 
stars at the ITnlverslty of Michigan. Tbe Har¬ 
vard observatory has, lo 80 yoors. expanded n 
million doIUrm. in perfecting photometry, pho¬ 
tography and apectroecopy. The ostroaomerv 
there have made maps of the sky which. If 
put together, would meosuref 440 560 feet 

They show more than 1,600,000 stars. 'What 
la called the "Milky Way" Is composed of mil¬ 
lions of stars so for distant that their light 
blends together and presents to us the milky 
appearance. The telescope and camera ohow 
that In tbe Milky Way ore etors so for distant 
front the earth that light which travels 186.000 
miles a second would be hundreds of thousands 
of years coming from them to us. Now I 
want all my boy and girl readers to remember 
that all these store *hut twinkle ore suns, many 
of them much Urgot* than our sun. Around 
each sun revolve planets, or worlds, like the 
earth, but many of them vastly larger than 
our glob*. Our sun has a fonally of plSAets 
revolving around It, and we call this onr solar 
system; but there are billions of other suns 
and solar systoma The nearest star, or sun. to 
our s}’~tcm. is Alpha-Contauxi. but it Is so for 
from us that It would require about 100 years 
for light to pass from It to us. and yet It takes 
but eight minutes for light to come to us from 
our sun which Is :1istant from us 98.000,000 
mllea 

Alpha-Ceptauii Is realty two magnificent 
suns which resolve around each other, but to 
our natural eyee they look like one. To our 
naked eyes there ore spaces or sections In ths 
sky which seem to contain x»o stars, but ths 
latest telescopes show mllHotui of suns In thoss 
spaces so far away that.no calculation con be 
’made of the distance. Astronomers now know 
that our sun and our solar system arev.bat 
mere specks of dust compared to the trillfons 
uf uther suns and oystems about uo, below us— 
In every direction to infinite distances. Our 
little earth la so Inalgniftcantly small in com¬ 
parison to other worlds ^ and suns that It 
dwindles into comparative nothingness. And 
3 rtt this little wee ball on which we live has Its 
place in the infinite tulverse and every human 
belnw Is doubtless here for a wise purpose, and 
after we leave the earth kre may discover we 
possessed powers for progress and enjoyment 
we nex’er suspeted we hod while living here tn 
this caterpillar state. I advise all my boy and 
girl readers who con, to study astronomy.—
